finet Building 
Be Expanded 
For New Firm 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


An unknown light manufacturing ten- 
ant will move into an expanded Infinet 
plant at 6 Shattuck Road some time with- 
in the coming year, the Planning Board 
learned this week. 

The board Tuesday night reviewed a 
Boston developer’s site plans for a new 
one-story addition that will see the exist- 
ing Infinet building — which Infinet will 
soon be vacating — enlarged to more 
than twice its current size. (That high 
tech firm is moving to a new site in 
North Andover. ) 

Cabot, Cabot and Forbes, described by 
the firm’s project manager, David Car- 
ter, as a national development company 
based in Boston, has proposed adding a 
100,000-square foot wing to the existing 
82,000-square foot building. 

Carter did not indicate who would oc- 
cupy the expanded building, but said it 
would be designed for “light manufac- 
turing” use. 

Principal Planner Nancy Jeton of the 
Community Development and Planning 
department said Tuesday night that the 
firm would either sell the building, or 
lease it to a tenant. Cabot, Cabot and 
Forbes was not ready to name the new 
occupant, she said, but is currently con- 
sidering several] ‘‘finalists.” 

According to records at the Andover 
assessors’ office, the site is currently 
owned by Andec Associates, which 
leases the property to Infinet (formerly 
known as Interte] ) 

Engineer Jim White of H.W. Moore As- 
sociates, representing the developer, 
told the planners that the developer 
would like to provide a total of 400 park- 
ing spaces on the 26-acre site, which is 
bounded by Shattuck Koad, Chandler 
Road, and Brundrett Avenue.

plant, White said. He explained that the 
plant’s new tenant would have three 
shifts working each day, with no more 
than 250 employees working the largest 
shift, so that 551 spaces would not be 
needed. 

deton indicated that the building in- 
spector has the authority to waive the 
parking requirement, if Cabot, Cabot 
and Forbes can show that they do not 
need all the required spaces and if 
they have enough acreage to add more 
spaces, if and when that becomes nec- 
essary. She said the 400 spaces now pro- 

_ posed would be “excessive” for 250 
employees. 

The proposed expansion has already 
been considered in River Road master 
traffic planning studies, the planner 
added, so it falls within the ‘‘scope”’ of 
Andover’s River Road traffic plan. 

According to the engineer, the expan- 
sion will not increase traffic in the area. 

White said the developer would like to 
start construction in September, but Je- 
ton cdiled that date “‘optimistic.’’ She 
said the developer may be ready to pour 
the foundation next fall, however. 

The site was originally designed for 
three 80,000-square foot buildings, the en- 
gineer explained (that plan has since 
been abandoned), so its water lines, 
drainage system, and sewer connections 
are adequate to support the new addi- 
tion. 

Drainage will run toward the Merri- 
mack River, he said, while the building 
will be served by town sewer lines. The 
developer will appear before the Board 
of Health to seek a sewer permit on July 
29, Jeton said; that sewer connection 
must also be approved by the Board of 
Selectmen.

A native of Pittsburgh, Rhodes graduated from Shady 
Side Academy in Fox Chapel, PA, from Bowdoin College, 
with majors in history and religion, and from Gordon-Con- 
well with a master’s degree in Divinity. His first involve- 
ment with the United Church of Christ came during his 
Bowdoin years when he was a volunteer youth worker at 
the First Parish Church in Brunswick, ME. That’s when 
he also met his wife, Nancy, now division administrator of 
the respiratory division at Brigham and Women’s Hospi- 
tal. They have moved to North Andover, a move Rhodes 
feels will give him a dual base and make him as accessi- 
ble to South Church youths who live in that community as 
to those in Andover. 

Rhodes’ introduction to youth work at South Church 
came abruptly; less than a week after he arrived he 
joined 15 youths and two other adults on a trip to Haiti 
where they volunteered at Grace Children’s Hospital for 
youngsters with tuberculosis and in rural Fond du Blancs 
where missionaries Jean and Joy Thomas are trying to 
pipe a clean water supply and teach better methods of 
farming at the same time they spread the Gospel. 

Rhodes had wanted to settle in New England because it 
is one of the toughest areas for youth ministry; there are 
fewer youth workers here, he says, and it is generally 
harder to draw kids together because they are less “‘grou- 
pie” than teens in other parts of the country. 

He was impressed by the “upbeat nature”’ of the search 
committee from South Church and the fact that the mem- 
bers seemed ‘‘very serious about youth ministry, which is 
good because it involves a lot of adult participation.” 

Rhodes says he also feels the educational and material 
resources of Andover offer great potential to effect 
change elsewhere and he is pleased that the church al- 
ready has a “global perspective.” 

“I would like to see South Church be a church whose 
kids reach out to other kids,” he says. While the recent 
trip to Haiti was a “powerful time” and he would like to 
return, he says he can envision summer trips for youths to 
different places, some overseas, some to rural Maine, 
some to inner-city Boston ‘‘so that over time people who 
have gone can get a perspective of what the world’s like 
and their collective experiences will enrich the whole con- 
gregation.”’

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Administrator Increases Approved 


By Lisa Waterman 


After a one hour debate ending in a 
three-to-two vote, the top four school ad- 
ministrators were awarded the pay hike 
that was tabled when one member ques- 
tioned the vote during the June 11 meet- 
ing of the School Commitee. 

“T have received lots of angry phone 
calls about this pay increase,.”” Member 
David Birnbach told the committee. * 
When people ask me what the increase is 
based on, I don’t know what to say.”’ 

Birnbach told the committee that in 
the business community pay increases 
are based on ‘“‘deliverables,’’ goals that 
are created, set and achieved. 

‘* What are the deliverables?” Birn- 
bach asked his colleagues. ‘‘ Is the cost 
per student going down? Are the skills of 
our teachers improving? What are the 
measures? I would like to have the infor- 
mation to be able to answer the voters 
questions to say the increase is based on 
this, this, and this. 

Committee member Richard E. Neal, 
who proposed the raise for the top four 
administrators, informed fellow member 
Birnbach that he had done an evaluation 
of the goals of the administrative team. 

Committee Chairman Donald W. Robb 
reiterated his rationale for the May 21 
raises and subsequent pay hike on July 2 

‘“* Both salary actions are one act. Af- 
ter labor negotiations (The administra- 
tor’s Teamsters Local 380 contract that 
gave the principals, assistant principals 
and program administrators salary in- 
creases of 6 percent this year and 7 per- 
cent next year.) these salaries were out 
of line.”’ 

Birnbach went on to explain that when 
the negotiated raises were instituted 
July 1, the increases would bring the four 
administrators in line with the contract 
that was ratified for the school adminis- 
trator’s union. 

“Normally these actions would have 
taken place earlier. We’re playing catch 
up. ’’ Robb said. 

Birnbach questioned Robb about the 
automatic annual increases. 

“Why should we be held to giving the 
same percentage?’’ Birnbach asked.‘ 
One administrator may be pulling off 
miracles. Philosophically, I have a prob- 
lem with a flat increase across the 
board. It is not good business practice.” 

School Committee Chairman Robb told 
member Birnbach that next year a more 
concrete set of deliverables will be sup- 
plied. 

Member Michael R. Giammusso dis- 
agreed with Robb. 

‘In terms of deliverables the Andover 
School System is not a factory. It is not 
piece work. We should have goals that 
should be met. For instance, a project 
that is set to be completed by January 15, 
is not always finished. ”’ 

Committee member Susan T. Poore in- 
formed Giammusso that no one consid- 
ered the Andover School system a 
factory. 

“People, i.e., taxpayers, call it what 
you want, should have a creditable mea- 
sure for salaries of that magnitude. We 
are not talking about small amounts of 
money.”’ Poore said. 

The School Committee voted the in- 


crease for the top four administrators, 
with two members, Susan T. Poore and 
David A. Birnbach, dissenting. 

The issue of setting specific goals for 
the administrators and the School Com- 
mittee in more specific terms was 
agreed upon by the committee and the 
administrators. 

‘“‘We should set goals for the upcoming 
year far in advance,’’ Chairman Robb 
said. ‘‘If it works in business, it can also 
work in education. There are some par- 
allels between this and running a busi- 
ness that we should take advantage of. 
Goals do influence the whole school sys- 
tem.” 

A target date for the end of August was 
agreed upon to gather information from

Olympic Village Completion 


The question of how developer Arthur 
Kalogianis will be allowed to proceed 
with the last section of his Olympic Vil- 
lage subdivision remained unresolved 
this week, when the Planning Board con- 
tinued for two weeks a public hearing on 
that section. 

After a one-hour discussion Tuesday 
night at town offices on Bartlet Street, 
the planners continued the hearing on 
section three of the 83-lot subdivision un- 
til Tuesday, July 23. 

The board recently modified the condi- 
tions of the developer’s special permit to 
cluster section two of the 109.9-acre sub- 
division, which is located off Woburn and 
River streets near the Wilmington line. 
Those modifications will require Kalo- 
gianis to repair alleged damage to the 
open space in that section. 

A planning board stop-work order has 
been in effect for the entire subdivision 
since March 29, and will remain in ef-

fect, the planners have indicated, until 
the alleged open space violations in sec- 
tion two have been corrected. The open 
space will eyentually be deeded to the 
town as conservation land 

Now the pianners hope to prevent po 
tential soil erosion problems in section 
three, where Kalogianis will build the 
last 39 houses in Olympic Village around 
four new streets (Laconia Drive, Odvs- 
sey Way, Messina Drive, and Sparta 
Way). 

The rest of the subdivision, consisting 
of four streets (Parthenon Way, Doric 
Way, Nicoll Drive, and Acropolis Circle), 
has already been completed — although 
unhappy residents of Nicoll Drive and 
Acropolis Circle have told the planners 
they are still waiting for their lots to be 
landscaped. 

This week's public hearing was held on 
the petition of Physical Planner Stephen 
Colyer of the Community Development

and Planning staff. ° 

Colyer asked the board to consider 
modifying the conditions of Kzlogianis’s 
special permit to cluster Olyrnpic Vil- 
lage, as well as his subdivision approval 
for section three. The planning board ap- 
proved both the special permit and the 
subdivision plan in 1980 

Andover Atiy. Reginald Marden, rep- 
resenting the developer, questioned Co- 
lyer’s right to petition for those 
modifications under state law. 

Because lots in Olympic Village have 
already been mortgaged, the subdivisio: 
approval cannot be modified without the 
approval of the mortgagee and the mort- 
gage-holders, Marden maintained 

As for the special permit to cluster 
“that is not something modifiable,”’ the 
attorney said. Colyer, he told the board, 
‘‘has no standing whatsoever’’ to petition

The couple claim that Benjamin Franklin actually wrote the docu- 
ment, Jefferson took credit for it and also forged signatures. 

Thus, another attempt to shatter our beliefs. 

Frankly, we still like to go along with such things as Washington’s 
admission to hacking down a cherry tree, also suggested by some to be a 
fallacy, and inherently hold to the theory that there is a Santa Claus. 

Federal archivists claim there is no proof to substantiate anyone other 
than Jefferson composed the declaration which in effect told England 
‘we're going it on our own.’ 

We'll stand by those federal experts, but go a step further and respect- 
fully suggest that the signators and author of the country’s important 
document were not necessarily forgers, but could be guilty of plagia- 
rism.

That was a couple of centuries before Jefferson, or whoever, set quill 
in hand to declare us free.

the board for that modification. The permit could only be 
modified with Kalogianis’s assent, he said. 

-lanning Board Chairman Margaret Bradshaw said 
those were “legal questions to be settled’ later. Special 
Counsel Thomas Arnold, who represerits the planners, 
was not present Tuesday night. 

The board’s aim in modifying the subdivision approval 
and/or specia! permit, Bradshaw said, is to avoid major 
soil erosion during construction of section three. The plan- 
ners do not want to see sand blowing around existing 
neighborhoods in the Woburn Street and entire Olympic 
Village area, she indicated. 


Colyer reported that section three is “entirely devoid of 
vegetative cover,’’ consists largely of gravel and dry sol 
and is “poorly suited to residential development’’: Those 
were the conclusions of a soil conservationist from the 
U.S. Soil Conservation Service who recently visited the 
site, Colyer said. 

The section also borders a large wetlands area. 


The potential for soil erosion and “off-site impact” 
around section three at Olympic Village are ‘‘critical is- 
sues,” the planner said. He recommended modifying the 
subdivision approval and special permit to include a “‘se- 
quenced construction schedule’’ designed to protect the 
environment. 

Colyer’s proposed schedule called for building houses in 
phases, with no more than eight lots to be under construc- 
tion at one time. When one phase was completed, and the 
soil in that phase temporarjly stabilized, the next phase 
could begin, he explained. 

In each phase, all houses shells would be completed and 
ready for interior work, he noted. 

However, Kalogianis proposed his own construction 
schedule, which he called ‘‘a fair compromise.” He sug- 
gested phases that would allow the construction of up to 14 
house lots at one time, with foundations poured as the 
final step in each phase, rather than house shells. 

He also offered to complete permanent stabilization of 
each house lot — by planting permanent grass — instead 
of just temporary stabilization. A perimeter of about 20 to 


30 feet would be left unplanted around each house to allow 
for construction traffic, Kalogianis said. 

His alternative would allow construction to be com- 
pleted sooner, Kalogianis told the board, saying ‘‘it would 
take four years to do it” under the schedule Colyer had 
proposed. 

The developer said he would finish stabilizing section 
three, with foundations poured and lots planted with 
grass, by Sept. 30. Planner Paul Curley called that target 
date ‘“‘a little ambitious.” 

Board members did not object to increasing the number 
of houses allowed under construction in each phase. But 
they questioned the developer’s plan to plant grass before 
house shells have been built because, they indicated, the 
grass would be torn up by construction crews. 

. . I don’t think this is going to work,” the chairman said. 
‘‘We want to minimize the number of trucks riding across 
and disturbing an already fragile site. The idea is to get 
in, open up one section and to close it, and then move on to 
the next section. I don’t think this gives up what we 
want.”’ 

Planner Michael Houghton agreed that the developer’s 
proposal would force the town to “look over your shoulder 
after you’ve already gone on to the next phase.”’ 

Before the July 23 continuation of the hearing, the board 
requested more specific calculations on how much of each 
lot would actually be planted with permanent grass, and 
how much would be left unplanted. 

They also requested information on how the developer 
planned to prevent erosion within the section’s open space 
(with hay bales, for instance); and on how much blasting 
will be done in the section. (Kalogianis said ‘“‘very minor 
blasting,” if any, would be required. ) 


A final point that remains to be settled: the amount of, 


the bond that the planners will require the developer to 
post to guarantee that the work will be done. (If Kalogia- 
nis should fail to complete the work, the town would use 
the bond money to have the work done.) 

The planners indicated that they may be ready to vote 
on modifying the 1980 Olympic Village approvals when the 
hearing continues.

In his motion to approve the prelimi- 
nary plan, board member Russ Moran 
agreed that the planners would like to 
see more details on the area’s drainage 
patterns and underground water at the 
definitive stage. 

And earlier Tuesday night, the board 
discussed preliminary plans for Petting- 
ill Avenue Extension, a proposal to ex- 
tend the existing avenue and add a cul- 
de-sac at its end to accomodate four new 
house lots. 

Pettingill Avenue, a private way lo- 
cated off Greenwood Road near the Har- 
old Rafton Reservation, now includes 
four houses and ends in a dirt path, engi- 
neer William McLeod of Andover Consul- 
tants told the planners.

iked that,”’ Holtzer said. 

There are various types of totem poles 

r different purposes in an Indian’s life, 
iccording to Holtzer. Some served as a 
nortuary, when the Indian died he was 
cremated and the ashes were put within 
the totem pole. Some were built to show 
the wealth of the chief, rising as high as 
80 feet tall. Ridicule poles were built if a 
chief invited another chief to a cele- 
bration and bestowed numerous gifts on 
the neighboring chief. The other chief 
was, in turn, supposed to throw a recip- 
rocal party. If the party wasn’t thrown, a 
ridicule pole was built 


The ridicule pole would by built about 
12 feet high,”’ Holtzer said. ‘‘Any neigh- 
boring tribe approaching up the river in 
a canoe could see the ridicule pole and 
know that the chief was cheap. Soon the 
chief would get the word and through a 
party and the pole would be cut down.” 
Holtzer said. 

The totem pole began when Holtzer 
found a book in the library during his 
Indian research called, ‘How to make a 
Totem Pole,’’ by Sen. Laverriere, a sen- 
ator from Washington state. : 


Sen. Lavarierre was 70 years old be- 
fore he built his first totem pole, accord- 
ing to Holtzer. There were a number of

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Indian reservations in the state where 
the senator lived and the neighboring Ca- 
nadian border. The senator carved the 
totem pole and his wife painted it. People 
came from all over to see the totem pole 
that the senator built. 

Holtzer’s totem pole took one year to 
carve. He used a chainsaw and a number 
of squared off chisels. 

‘‘We had a new paperboy about nine 
years old,”’ Holtzer said. ‘One day when 
I was carving away at the nose, he came 
up to the totem pole and asked me, * 
Where are“you going to put it and when 
are you going to painf*it ?” 

“T can’t wait to paint it,’’ I told him. 
‘Because that means I’m almost fin- 
ished.” There was a long pause and he 
looked me up and down. ‘“‘ Do you think 
you'll ever get to finish it,” The boy 
asked. ‘‘You can feel my pulse if you 
want to,’’ I told him. 

The Native Americans worked with 
paints that were made from vegetable 
dyes, the colors were flat hued. Holtzer 
blended a number of hues to get the five 
colors, yellow, red, white, blue and 
brown, that were used on the totem pole. 
When the totem pole was completed it 
was erected on a cement base and fas- 
tened on an iron pole.

plans to build. This summer, he and his 
wife of 34 years, Ruth, plan to travel to 
Alaska. One of their stops will be Ketchi- 
kan, Alaska, where a large selection of 
totem poles built by the Eskimoes still 
stand. 

“The young people don’t want to make 
totem poles any more. Money from the 
pipe line industry has changed their va- 
lues,”’ Holtzer said. ‘‘The old people are 
trying to make them aware of their heri- 
tage and encourage them to build totem 
poles again. The Indians did not make a 
written record of their history, they used 
the totem poles for that, like the Vikings

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who passed on their history through 
songs,” he said. ‘ 

Holtzer is a retired arborist, par- 
atrooper and still active archeologist, his 
Glenwood home is filled with arrow 
heads, Indian chiefs that he has designed 
in Crewel work and thousands of other 
Native American artifacts. “I do a lot of 
independent digging for Indian artifacts. 
When I find an arrow head worth 30 
cents, I feel like I’ve found a million 
bucks. I want the Indians to be remem- 
bered, they landed here long before the 
pilgrims. The Indian got a raw deal in 
this country.’’ Holtzer said.
